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At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  of  the  Boston  Chil- 
dren’s Aid  Society,  held  on  Monday,  Nov.  5,  1906,  it  was 

Resolved  : That  the  corporation  of  the  Boston  Children’s 
Aid  Society  desires  to  put  upon  record  their  appreciation  of 
the  faithful  services  rendered  during  the  last  nine  years  to  the 
Board,  to  the  Corporation  and  the  Society  at  large,  by  the 
retiring  President,  Dr.  Henry  P.  Bowditch.  He  was  a faithful 
and  efficient  presiding  officer,  giving  generously  at  the  meetings 
and  outside  of  them  of  the  limited  amount  of  time  which  the 
exacting  demands  of  his  profession  left  to  him. 

He  brought  to  the  work  of  the  Society  and  to  the  service  of 
humanity  not  only  a deep  human  interest  in  the  problems  which 
daily  confront  child-helping  societies,  but  also  the  intelligence 
and  powers  of  analysis,  the  discrimination,  wise  judgment  and 
lofty  purposes,  which  have  distinguished  him  for  so  many  years 
in  his  profession. 

He  has  proved  himself  to  be  a wise  and  helpful  counsellor  to 
the  directors,  and  an  unselfish  public  servant. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  and  the  public  are  his  due,  and 
are  gratefully  given  to  him. 
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METHODS  IN  BRIEF. 


The  Society  provides  for  exposed,  destitute,  and  wayward 
children  ; studies  questions  relating  to  children  ; records  expe- 
rience ; promotes  needed  legislation  ; encourages  co-operation 
among  child-helping  agencies. 

The  Bureau  of  Information  and  Counsel  takes  up  any  case  in- 
volving a child.  Methods  are:  information,  advice,  oversight; 
reference  to  other  suitable  agencies  ; support  or  oversight  by  other 
departments  of  the  Society. 

The  Placing-out  Agency  places  homeless  children  in  carefully 
selected  private  families,  chiefly  in  the  country,  and  maintains 
intimate  supervision. 

The  Probation  Agency  befriends  boys  and  girls  from  courts. 

Home  Libraries  are  placed  in  the  homes  of  children  in  poor 
neighborhoods  throughout  the  city.  Each  library  means  ten 
children  under  a child-librarian  and  volunteer  or  paid  visitor, 
meeting  weekly  in  the  living-room  of  the  librarian’s  family.  The 
purpose  is  to  encourage  good  reading,  home  amusements,  and 
penny  savings,  and  to  foster  wholesome  home  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


The  striking  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Society  during  the  past 
year  is  its  steadily  increasing  volume.  Children  in  need  have  been 
brought  to  our  attention  in  larger  numbers  from  the  usual  sources, 
and  appeals  have  reached  us  through  new  channels.  The  courts 
that  have  formerly  used  us  have  made  heavier  demands  upon  us, 
and  courts  from  which  we  formerly  seldom  heard  have  given  us 
much  to  do.  The  charity  work  that  is  growing  up  at  the  hospi- 
tals, owing  to  a fuller  sense  among  the  physicians,  of  opportunity 
and  responsibility  beyond  their  strictly  professional  service,  has 
brought  new  demands.  Closer  relations  with  governmental  agen- 
cies have  multiplied  the  occasions  on  which  we  have  been  called 
upon  to  see  if  children  can  be  kept  from  enrolment  as  public 
wards.  Above  all,  an  increasing  number  of  our  citizens  are  car- 
ing about  the  unfortunate,  and  learning  the  way  to  the  sources 
of  help.  The  explanation  lies  in  the  natural  growth  of  the  phil- 
anthropic spirit,  the  development  of  methods  of  really  helping 
those  who  are  in  distress,  and  the  spreading  knowledge  of  what 
can  be  done. 


1583  children  have  been  brought  to  us  for  consideration  and 
action  during  the  past  year  as  against  1340  the  preceding  year, 
1 143  two  years  since,  and  939  three  years  ago.  These  figures 
refer  wholly  to  new  work  which  is  taken  up,  in  the  first  instance, 
by  our  Bureau  of  Information  and  Counsel  for  investigation  and 
the  determination  of  necessary  action,  with  oversight  by  the  agents 
in  that  department  when  advice,  persuasion,  guidance,  even  for

long  periods,  will  meet  the  necessities  of  the  situation,  or,  when 
desirable,  reference  to  our  other  departments  or  to  other  agencies. 
These  1583  children  include  only  the  new  work  from  which  ac- 
cessions to  the  other  departments,  the  placing-out,  probation,  and 
Home  Libraries  come,  and  do  not  include  the  children  already 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  supported  by  or  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  those  departments,  nor  the  boys  and  girls  added  to  the 
membership  of  the  Home  Libraries  during  the  year.  To  inves- 
tigate thoroughly  and  act  promptly  in  all  these  cases  has  been 
extremely  difficult  with  the  limited  force  at  our  command.  Through 
the  generosity  of  Miss  Fanny  P.  Mason,  of  our  Board  of  Direc- 


tors,  an  additional  agent  was  added  to  the  department  last  July. 
Another  agent  is  needed  if  serious  overwork  and  final  impairment 
of  efficiency  are  to  be  avoided. 

This  department  costs  $7,000,  and  as  the  total  expenses  of  the 
Society  during  the  past  year  have  exceeded  the  total  income  by 
about  one-sixth,  an  additional  thousand  dollars  may  be  said  to  be 
needed  to  enable  the  Society  to  maintain  this  portion  of  its  work. 
The  fact  that  the  difficulties  of  479,  or  more  than  one-fourth  of

the  children,  were  met  by  this  department  without  recourse  to 
our  other  departments  or  to  other  charities,  alone  far  more  than 
justifies  the  expense.  The  devising  of  ways  and  means  for  hold- 
ing families  together,  the  discovery  of  lost  relatives,  the  effecting 
of  reconciliations,  the  arousing  of  the  energies  of  the  discouraged, 
the  putting  of  new  hope  into  the  hopeless,  the  opening  up  of  hid- 
den sources  of  self-help,  has  meant  in  many  a single  instance  a 
saving  to  charity  of  what  would  amount  to  much  more  than  the 
thousand  dollars  deficit  in  this  department.  Such  results  are  not 
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obtained  by  perfunctory  words  of  advice,  but  by  an  intimate  study 
of  each  child’s  problem,  followed  up  by  sympathetic,  vigorous, 
often  long-continued  counsel  and  influence.  The  illness  or  death 
of  parents,  intemperance,  immorality  or  domestic  discord,  and  the 
moral  exposure  of  children  which  is  an  almost  inevitable  feature 
of  poverty,  are  the  chief  causes  back  of  the  hard  situations  that 
we  have  to  meet.  Impressive  as  this  array  of  suffering  and  wrong 
is  to  any  one  who  gets  a close  knowledge  of  it,  equally  impres- 
sive is  the  attendant  revelation  that  mischiefs  of  all  sorts  can  be 
remedied  or  ameliorated,  that  order  can  be  brought  out  of  many 
a chaotic  domestic  situation,  that  children  started  down-hill  may 
be  turned  about  before  it  is  too  late,  that,  in  fine,  human  nature 
has  a wonderful  power  of  recuperation. 

135  children  were  turned  over  to  our  probation  department, 
and  246  to  the  Placing-out  Agency.  499  boys  and  girls  were 
referred  to  55  other  agencies,  the  largest  number  to  any  single

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charity  being  130  referred  to  the  Associated  Charities  of  Boston  ; 
the  next  largest,  72,  to  the  Charity  for  Destitute  Mothers  and 
Infants  ; after  which  come  36  each  to  the  Massachusetts  Infant 
Asylum  and  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children. 

The  246  children  referred  during  the  year  to  our  Placing-out 
Agency  to  be  placed  in  private  families  for  adoption,  at  board, 
free  of  charge,  or  at  wages,  exceeded  by  1 1 the  number  so  re- 
ferred a year  ago.  531  children,  or  40  more  than  the  preceding 
year,  were  cared  for  in  families  by  the  Placing-out  Agency  within 
the  year,  or  a daily  average  of  322  for  the  whole  year,  as  against 
a daily  average  of  300  the  year  before,  and  283  two  years  ago. 
As  in  the  Bureau  of  Information  we  have  no  “plant,”  so  here 
there  is  no  diversion  of  funds  for  bricks  and  mortar,  but  we  place 
children  directly  in  carefully  selected  New  England  families. 
By  our  methods  of  investigation,  placing  our  dependence  not  upon 
what  the  applicants  or  their  references  say,  nor  even  upon  visits 
to  their  homes,  but  upon  independent  sources  of  information, 
selected  by  ourselves,  fellow-citizens  of  the  applicants  who  have 
wintered  and  summered  them,  we  are  able  to  secure  the  right 
kind  of  families,  and  by  keeping  in  close  touch  with  them  enlist 
a genuine  interest  in  the  children.  We  are  called  upon  to  take 
children  from  the  courts  and  provide  for  them  at  once,  that  they 
may  not  be  committed  to  jail  pending  trial ; to  place  immediately 
children  suddenly  rendered  homeless  by  the  death  of  a parent, 
or  the  removal  of  a father  or  mother  to  a hospital ; and  practi- 
cally no  day  fails  to  bring  its  due  share  of  exigencies  among  the 
children  already  placed.  To  keep  the  supply  of  high-grade  fam- 
ilies equal  to  our  need  ; to  see  that  when  the  children  are  placed 
the  families  understand  and  enter  heartily  into  all  that  we  expect 
of  them  ; to  establish  the  right  relations  between  the  families 
receiving  the  children  and  any  surviving  relatives  of  the  children  ; 
to  attend  to  the  many  things  that  need  to  be  done  from  day  to 
day  for  one  child  and  another  ; to  think  out  all  the  problems  that 
gather  around  each  child  ; to  see  to  it  that  the  very  life  of  each 


of  these  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls  is  moving  steadily  toward 
health  and  strength  of  body  and  soul, — places  such  a burden 
upon  our  handful  of  visitors  that  it  would  seem  inevitable  that 
we  should  reduce  still  further  the  unit  of  administration,  that  is, 
the  number  of  children  that  we  expect  each  agent  to  look  after. 
During  recent  years  we  have  hoped  that  each  visitor  might  be 
responsible  for  from  50  to  60  children,  but  I am  convinced  that 
this  number,  although  less  than  the  prevailing  number  in  most 
placing-out  agencies,  is  too  large.  The  work  of  the  year  has  been 
done  under  a sense  of  constant  hurry  and  strain. 

The  results  are  gratifying  in  the  extreme.  Our  methods  prac- 
tically eliminate  abuse  and  even  unkindness,  and  in  a large  meas- 
ure establish  positive  conditions  of  affectionate  care.  Our  chil- 
dren make  fine  records  in  the  schools.  Take,  for  instance,  a 
group  of  thirteen  older  girls  who  were  in  the  care  of  a former 
highly  esteemed  agent  when  she  left  the  Society  six  years  ago, 
— girls  who,  with  us  who  were  the  associates  of  their  visitor, 
have  never  failed  to  cherish  the  memory  of  her  fine  devotion. 
Number  one  has  graduated  from  the  high  school  and  is  studying 
stenography;  number  two  is  a senior  in  the  high  school;  num- 
ber three  is  studying  in  a New  Hampshire  seminary;  number 
four  has  had  three  years  in  the  high  school  and  is  doing  house- 
work ; number  five  is  a graduate  of  the  Industrial  School  for 
Crippled  and  Deformed  Children,  and  is  an  adept  with  the  needle; 
number  six  graduated  from  the  high  school,  took  a course  in  kin- 
dergarten, and  is  teaching  ; number  seven,  after  four  years  in  the 
high  school,  is  a stenographer;  numbers  eight,  nine,  ten  and 
eleven  are  well  married,  to  a rural  mail-carrier,  a carpenter,  a 
tailor,  and  a machinist  respectively ; two  have  died,  one  of  them 
being  employed  at  the  time  of  her  death  in  the  office  of  a lead- 
ing Boston  physician,  admired  and  beloved  by  all  who  knew  her. 

From  start  to  finish,  whether  the  period  of  need  and  conse- 
quent care  be  a day,  a month,  a year,  or  the  entire  minority  of  a 
child,  he  lives  in  a private  family  with  the  advantage  of  normal 
home  life,  — the  next  best  thing  to  home  life  with  his  own  family, 
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unfortunately  for  some  cause  impossible.  In  every  instance  we 
know — -only  too  well  — why  we  have  assumed  the  care  of  the 
child.  In  every  instance  we  seek  from  relatives  such  help  as  we 
believe  they  ought  to  render ; and  during  the  year,  from  this 
source,  — hard-working  widows,  widowers,  grandparents,  elder 
brothers  and  sisters, — there  has  come  in  many  small  sums  the 
total  amount  of  §12,034.51,  making  the  net  cost  to  charity 
$22,000.  The  direct  outlay  for  board  and  clothing  was  $23,847, 
wholly  for  care  in  private  families. 

The  total  cost  of  the  placing-out  work  is  $34,000,  and  the 
deficit  of  one-sixth,  therefore,  is  nearly  $6,000.  Does  this  work 
deserve  additional  support  to  the  extent  of  $6,000  ? 

$3  a week,  or  in  round  figures  $150  a year,  pays  the  entire 
cost  of  the  support  of  a boy  or  girl  in  a family,  — board,  clothing, 
medical  and  dental  services,  the  work  of  the  placing-out  visitor, 
everything  needful.  Such  a support  donation , as  we  may  call  it, 
becomes  the  means  by  which  the  physical  destitution  and  moral 
exposure  of  a boy  or  girl  are  relieved,  and  the  child  led  hand  in 
hand  with  us  as  friends  from  dependence  to  self-support,  — as 
one  boy  or  girl  reaches  the  goal,  another  by  virtue  of  the  gift 
following  instantly  along  the  same  path.  Forty  such  support 
donations  of  $150  a year  would  lift  the  work  of  the  society  for 
homeless  children  out  of  its  present  serious  embarrassment. 
Could  forty  such  gifts  be  better  bestowed  ? 

As  there  is  no  absorption  of  funds  for  mechanical  equipment 
or  “plant,”  either  in  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Information  or 
in  that  of  the  Placing-out  Agency,  the  same  simplicity  of  scheme 
is  seen  in  another  important  division  of  the  work,  that  of  proba- 
tion, that  is,  the  oversight  of  arrested  children  in  their  own 
homes.  This  department,  like  the  others,  illustrates  the  empha- 
sis that  is  placed  upon  home  life,  and  the  highly  personal  char- 
acter of  every  phase  of  the  activities  of  the  Society.  360  boys 
have  been  under  oversight,  of  whom  it  may  be  said  that  the  close 
of  the  year  finds  74,  or  20  per  cent.,  doing  poorly  ; 131,  or  37 
per  cent.,  doing  fairly  well  ; 155,  or  43  per  cent.,  doing  well. 
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The  system  inaugurated  on  the  first  of  September,  at  the  cen- 
tral municipal  court,  by  which  in  place  of  eight  judges  in  turn, 
each  for  a week,  hearing  juvenile  cases,  a single  judge  presides 
continuously  over  an  independent  juvenile  court  for  the  portion 
of  the  city  formerly  covered  by  the  juvenile  session  of  the  cen- 
tral municipal  court,  has  greatly  facilitated  and  promoted  the 
probation  work  of  this  court.  The  admirable  appointment  by 
the  Governor  is  bearing  its  expected  fruit  in  the  quality  of  the 
work  of  the  court.  The  law  creating  the  court  empowered  the 
judge  to  appoint  two  probation  officers.  Our  probation  agent, 
Mr.  Lawrence,  has  served  as  temporary  probation  officer  pend- 
ing the  appointment  of  permanent  officers.  Even  after  the  offi- 
cers are  appointed,  there  will  be  much  more  to  be  done  than  the 
two  court  officers  can  do,  and  as  is  now  true  in  the  case  of  girls, 
our  Society  will  doubtless  be  needed  for  a continuation  of  such 
service  as  we  can  render  to  boys.  In  several  other  courts  a ten- 
dency is  noted  to  turn  to  this  Society,  and  if  the  present  finan- 
cial stress  of  the  Society  could  be  relieved  by  additional  donations, 
the  Society  could  assist  in  the  development  of  the  needed  proba- 
tion service  in  the  courts  of  the  metropolitan  area. 

Indeed,  the  splendid  pledge  has  been  received  from  a single 
individual,  a member  of  our  Board  of  Directors,  of  $2,000  annu- 
ally for  three  years  to  promote  probation  work.  It  seems  unwise, 
however,  to  enter  upon  the  administration  of  such  a fund,  with 
all  that  it  may  lead  to,  until  the  income  of  the  Society  has  been 
brought  up  to  its  expenditure.  But  it  is,  of  course,  with  the  keenest 
regret  that  the  utilization  of  this  offer  is  postponed  a single  day. 

Still  again,  thoroughly  personal  in  method, 
unburdened  by  artificial  equipment,  utilizing 
the  very  homes  of  children  themselves,  an  at- 
tractive and  valuable  part  of  the  work  is  the 
Home  Libraries,  now  increased  to  74,  the 
largest  number  in  their  history.  They  form  a 
chain  of  little  home  clubs  extending  all  over  the 
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city.  Each  group  consists  of  about  ten  children  who  meet 
weekly  in  the  home  of  one  of  their  number  who  serves  as  libra- 
rian, and  spend  an  hour  under  the  guidance  of  a visitor,  — a 
paid  visitor  from  this  office  or  a volunteer.  Each  library  con- 
tains i 5 books  and  some  magazines,  which  are  exchanged  at  the 
weekly  meeting,  and  when  read  by  the  group  replaced  with  a 
fresh  supply.  The  libraries  are  distributed  thus  :

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26,  or  more  than  one-third  of  the  74  libraries,  meet  in  the 
evening,  and  minister  to  the  needs  of  working  boys  and  girls 
who  have  left  the  public  schools  and  are  exposed  to  increased 
temptations.  18  evening  libraries  and  26  day  libraries  are  in 
the  care  of  37  volunteer  visitors,  to  whom  we  are  greatly  indebted 
for  an  immense  amount  of  faithful  and  effective  work.  This 
corps  of  volunteers  includes  14  young  women  who  are  taking 
the  course  for  librarians  at  Simmons  College,  most  of  whom  are 
also  studying  in  the  School  for  Social  Workers.  It  is  a varied 
and  inspiring  program  : the  weekly  meeting  of  children  and  vis- 
itor with  talks  about  books  and  authors,  reading  aloud,  singing, 
games,  penny  savings,  the  sale  of  plants  to  the  children  in  the 
spring,  the  festivals  in  the  fall  for  boys  and  girls  who  bring  live 
plants  bought  at  the  spring  sales,  the  various  outings  in  the 
summer,  the  Christmas  festivities,  and  all  the  personal  and  neigh- 
borhood work  that  clusters  around  the  Home  Libraries. 

The  little  libraries  are  a substantial  item  in  the  lives  of  their 
members.  When  a family  in  which  there  has  been  a library 
moves  to  some  new  locality,  we  are  apt  to  find  that  they  regret 
keenly  the  expected  loss  of  the  library,  and  the  result  is  the  or- 
ganization of  a new  library  in  the  neighborhood  to  which  the 
librarian’s  family  moves,  and  the  finding  of  a new  home  for  the 
old  library  among  the  children  who  are  already  members  of  the 
group. 

The  influence  of  the  three  paid  workers,  one  of  them  on 
partial  time,  the  two  score  volunteers,  the  good  literature,  and  the 
varied  features  of  the  libraries,  is  most  wholesome  ; here  is  pre- 
ventive charity  in  the  truest  sense. 

Each  library  group  chooses  its  own  name,  and  the  children  of 
“The  Merrymakers,”  the  “ Italiani  Fideli,”  “ The  Quiet  Hour 
Club,”  “The  Lafayettes,”  “The  Friendship  Home  Fibrary,” 
“ The  Wise  Club,”  “ The  Young  Reformers,”  are  very  conscious 
of  their  membership.  “The  Harvard  Home  Fibrary  Club  ” is 
visited,  of  course,  by  a Harvard  student.  “ The  William  E.  Rus- 
sell Home  Library”  is  several  years  older  than  “ The  Theodore 
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Roosevelt  Home  Library.”  Among  other  names  are  the  plain 
“South  Bostons”  and  “The  South  End  Home  Library,”  and  of 
quite  different  selection  “The  Edward  Everett  Hale  Home  Lib- 
rary,” “The  Paul  Revere,”  and  “ The  Garibaldi  Home  Library.” 

The  libraries  cost  not  more  than  $3,000.  A donation  of  $25 
pays  for  the  book -case  and  a set  of  books,  meets  the  initial  ex- 
pense of  stationery,  etc.,  and,  in  fact,  founds  a library  which  the 
Society  permanently  conducts.  A number  of  memorial  libraries 
have  been  established  by  such  gifts. 

Shall  the  Home  Libraries  be  checked  in  their  growth,  still 
worse,  shall  some  of  them  be  closed,  for  lack  of  the  portion  of 
the  deficit  chargeable  to  this  department,  one-sixth  of  the  cost, 
or  $500  of  added  annual  income  ? 

The  collection  of  literature  on  charity  and  correction  has 
grown  from  8,000  to  at  least  10,000  books  and  pamphlets,— 
compilations  of  laws  in  different  states  and  countries,  periodicals 
dealing  with  charitable  questions,  proceedings  of  conferences, 
monographs  by  specialists,  reports  of  state,  municipal  and  private 
agencies  of  the  more  significant  sort  in  the  LTnited  States  and 
abroad,  and  the  works  of  leading  writers  in  this  field.  The  li- 
brary is  in  daily  use,  and  again  and  again  has  stood  good  tests. 
The  city  physician  of  one  of  the  largest  cities  in  the  country, 
having  called  for  an  interview  especially  on  the  care  of  found- 
lings, asked  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  for  three  books.  All 
were  in  the  library,  but,  still  better,  two  were  unavailable  because 
in  circulation.  It  is  important  that  funds  be  obtained  for  the 
thorough  cataloguing  of  this  extremely  valuable  material.  There 
are  in  the  library  single  circulars  and  pamphlets  of  no  little  his- 
torical value.  The  large  body  of  very  recent  information  upon 
matters  pertaining  to  unfortunate  children  can  be  made  available 
only  by  cataloguing.  At  present  we  must  rely  chiefly  upon  our 
familiarity  with  the  material  for  its  utilization. 

We  should  not  omit  an  expression  of  the  deepest  appreciation 
of  the  services  rendered  by  a large  number  of  physicians,  both 
general  practitioners  and  specialists,  at  the  various  hospitals  and 


also  in  their  private  practice,  to  the  large  number  of  children  we 
have  brought  to  their  attention.  The  space  of  an  entire  report 
would  be  needed  to  cover  in  any  complete  fashion  the  volume 
and  variety  of  these  gratuitous  services. 

The  hint  that  has  been  given  of  what  the  Society  is  doing 
will  have  served  its  purpose  only  if  it  cause  those  who  read  this 
statement  to  inquire  further  concerning  the  work.  The  organi- 
zation cares  nothing  for  itself  as  such.  The  Society  is  merely  a 
means  by  which  men  and  women  who  care  to  alleviate  suffering, 
to  prevent  permanent  damage  to  boys  and  girls  when  serious 
misfortune  befalls  them,  to  save  children  from  the  misery  and 
degradation  toward  which  unrelieved  poverty  and  moral  expos- 
ure so  surely  tend,  may  accomplish  those  very  ends.  We  have  an 
organization  here  through  which  such  men  and  women  can  apply 
their  money  or  their  own  volunteer  service  to  those  high  pur- 
poses. The  area  of  continuous  population  which  this  Society 
covers,  the  “ Boston  and  vicinity  ” from  which  come  day  by  day 
the  children  who  need  help,  is  the  second  largest  population 
numerically  in  the  country,  second  only  to  that  of  Greater  New 
York.  And  it  is  daily  increasing  rapidly.  It  is  a certainty, — 
not  even  a probability,  but  a certainty,  — that  the  work  must  be 
seriously  cut  down,  and  the  policy  radically  changed,  unless  the 
income  is  substantially  increased.  The  most  painstaking  study 
of  how  to  cut  out  or  cut  down  any  portion  of  the  work  reveals 
simply  the  careful  scrutiny  already  brought  to  bear  upon  each 
part  of  it,  and  the  strenuous  effort  made  to  do  everything  as 
economically  as  is  consistent  with  efficiency.  The  existence  of 
the  Society,  untrammelled  by  any  narrowness  of  charter  or  rule 
of  exclusion  as  to  the  sex  or  race  or  condition  or  behavior  of  the 
children  it  may  succor,  may  properly  be  a ground  of  assurance 
to  every  benevolent  person  in  the  community  that  the  way  is 
open  for  any  unfortunate  child  to  have  his  need  considered,  and 
as  a natural  corollary  may  not  the  Society  properly  hope  for  the  sup- 
port of  every  such  person  ? That  support  is  needed  seriously  now.
